When you go to vote* please be 
careful and read the instructions be­ 
fore you mark your ballot. 
There 
a n a few important changes in the 
bal Iou this vea. 1* rn what we art* 
used to. As in the primary election, 
this ballot provides aq 
*• > 
bt re 
you make an AX” to indicate your 
choice. While the instructions do 
not tell you so, your ballot will be 
c ounted if you use the old 'scratch” 
method of voting, but if you do you 
must be careful so that there is no 
mistake as t<> v*»ur intentions. 
The best advice is to just use the 
”X ' and not leave anv doubt as to 
your intentions. 
lf you want to vote a straight 
ticket you can just mark an ’ X at 
the top of the b a l l o t beside the* parts 
of your choice, but if you do not 
want to vote a straight ticket do not 
mark this part of \<»ur ballot. When 
an "X” is marked beside a parts the* 
ballot will be counted as a straight 
vote for the parts regardless <>f how 
the rest of the ballot is marked, or 
else the ballot scil! net be counted at 
all. 
Also please* take the time to lo­ 
cate your voter’s registration c e r ­ 
tificate before you go to the polls. 
While it is possible to vote* without 
it. 
you ss ii I save both \ ourself and 
the elec tion c lerks a lot of time it 
sou have your certificate with you. 
Last week we said that there 
were onls two amendments that we 
were opposed to, but now we find 
that 
t h e r e mas be a sleeper among 
the other 12. 
This is Amendment 
No. 
12 that would give cities and 
counties authority to issue tax-free 
revenue bonds to build industrial 
plants for private corporations. 
This one seems to have stirred 
up quite* a bit of last minute* op­ 
position. 
On the* surface it sounds real 
good and could be a real boon to 
towns like Hamlin that need more 
industry. 
But there appears to be a 
number of reasons to take a second 
look at it. 
Among the objections to the a- 
mcndmentbeing voiced by mans city 
officials is that the bonds could lie 
issued without a vote by the people, 
the program w o u l d attract 
mans 
poorly-financed, marginal industries 
into the State*, the program would o- 
pen the* gate f o r ’ fast-buek” promot­ 
ers, and if the bonds are defaulted, 
the credit standing of the cities in­ 
volved could be seriously impaired. 
We somehow doubt that this a- 
merriment would really be a good 
thing loc 
« xas. 
It would appear to 
be more of a tax loophole than any­ 
thing else.

proportion stapling 1-1/16 of 
an 
inch or longer 
are 
the 
highest on record. 
Of the 1,416.000 hales ginn­ 
ed so far this season, almost 
80 per rent 
stapled 1-1/16 
inch or longer and the aver­ 
age carrv' to exactly 1-1/16 
inch. These figures compare 
with 73 par cent 1-1/16 inches 
and longer and an average of 
32.6 thirty-seconds of an inch 


on this same date last year, 
when 1,013,000 bales had been 
ginned 
The October I report shows 
cotton in the I inch and 1-1/32 
inch staples making up 13 
per cent of ginnings as opposed 
to 26 per cent in the compar­ 
able period last season. The 
percentage of ginnings stapl­ 
ing le-s than an inch to date 
has been smallest on record 
coming to only 6.8 per cent. 
Fiber strength of the crop 
to October I is only .slightly 
improved over 1967.

AUSTIN — "Don’t pull the 
trigger until you identify your 
target — it may be your best 
friend," says Robert G Mauer- 
mann, deputy director of the 
Texas Parks and Wildlife De­ 
partment. 
"Every year, 
in Texas and 
the rest of the U. S hundreds 
of persons are killed or in­ 
jured when they are mistaken 
for game. The 1967 Uniform 
Hunter Casualty Report from 
♦he 
National 
Rifle 
Associ­ 
ation 
indicated 189 persons 
were killed or injured in the 
U. S. because of this mistake, 
Mauermann said. 
According 
to Mauermann, 
many of these injuries could 
have possibly been prevented 
by the victim himself. 
"A 
blaze orange 
hunting 
vest could mean the difference 
between life and death.” he 
said. "Hunters shouldn’t o\er- 
k>ok this important piece of 
clothing when they take to 
the woods this season. A blaze 
orange vest makes it less like­ 
ly that the hunter will be mis­ 
taken for game." 
According 
to the National 
Shooting Sports Foundation, 
Inc., four states — Massachu­ 
setts, Iowa, Maine and Colo­ 
rado 
— 
have 
made 
blaze 
clothing mandatory for cer­ 
tain types of hunting. 
The Foundation says blaze 


orange stands out better than 
any other color at the critical 
times of dusk and dawn when 
other colors fade. For instance, 
many shades of red turn to 
black in shadows 
or periods 
of low light. 
Nearly a dozen manufactu­ 
rers have come out with caps, 
vests, 
capes, 
wrap-arounds. 
Sam Browne belts 
and even 
blaze-tipped 
boot 
socks 
to 
make hunters visible. 
“If more hunters will wear 
blaze orange,” says the Foun­ 
dation. “hunting accidents can 
be reduced greatly 
in two 
categories, the mistaken-for- 
game and walking-into-line-of 
fire accidents.** 
The Foundation says some 
hunters may feel shy about 
trying such a conspicuous col­ 
or the first 
time. "They feel 
as though they are clad in a 
neon sign. The thing that real­ 
ly sells them is hunting with a 
companion all 
day 
who is 
wearing blaze orange. 
When 
they see how easy it is to spot 
him, they are at a sporting 
goods store the next morning," 
says the Foundation.
